Describes General Vice Conditions 
He Discovered in North 
Side Levee. 


INVESTIGATOR REVEALS SECRETS 


| Police protected gambling and other forms 
of vice in the north side levee district were 
described yesterday afternoon by the Rev. 
Elmer L. Williams. The minister told of 
personal visits to gambling houses in the 
garb of a tramp, of leading the police on a 
midnight raid only to find the guardians of 
the law had tipped it off, and of per- 
sonal inspection trips to as many as fifty 
saloons in a single night to see conditions. 

Dr. Williams, » Who is pastof of the Grace 
Methodist Episcopal church, Locust street 
and La Salle avenue, was a witness for the 
prosecution in the trial of Inspector John 
Revere, Capt. Bernard P. Baer, and Lieut. 
John (Sandy) ley. The three officials 
were brought to trial in the morning’ on 
charges of neglect of duty and inefficiency 
in connection with the control of the levee 
district. 


Story Interests Defendants. 

The defendants listened attentively to 
every word of the militant preacher and their 
attorneys followed his narrative closely. Al-

Things 
have been in pretty bad condition there, but 
now are vastly improved. 

Street soliciting has been going on steadi- 
ly in the last seven months up to a short time 
ago. One night in May I watched women 
working out of McGovern’s saloon, West 
Erie and North Clark streets, from 10:30 
o’clock at night until 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. There probably were fifteen of them. 
One approached me. 

„Another night I took a company of five 
women who wanted to view conditions 
through the district saloons and into one 
dance hall. In McGovern's satvon that night 
we saw two women go from the wineroom 
into the barroom and return with two men 
companions, who sat down and drank with 
them.” 

„ Tell us what you know about gambling 
conditions there last summer,“ the attorney 
asked, 

“As near as I can recollect it was about 
May 14,” replied the witness, that a young 
man who had attended a lecture at the church 
after leaving there was enticed Into a barber 
shop at 636 North Clark street. He was 
urged to play a dice game. I think it was 
craps. He started by betting a quarter. He 
left the place at 11 o’clock after he had lost 
$65. 

Takes Sleuths to Gaming House. 

“ The boy came to me, and I went, with him 
to the Chicago avenue police station, where 
he told his story: Two detectives went back 
with us to the place. The attendant in charge 
declared there had been no gambling. The 
young man insisted there had been and took 
the officers down in the basement, where he 
pointed out the table where he had lost his 
money. The detectives left after we finished 
the investigation. — 

„On the night of May 31, about 11 o’clock, 
the young man called me over the telephone 
and said the game was running in full blast 
again. I dressed up as a tramp and visited 
the place twice during the night, between 
land 2 o'clock.”

NEGRO PREACHER IS HANGED 
IN OPERA HOUSE BY SHERIFF. 


Inclement Weather and Fear of Lynch- 
ing Cause Change of Scene from the 
Prison Tard. 


Jackson, Ga., Dec, 14.—[Special I- Because 
of the disagreeable weather and fears of a 
lynching the sheriff today hanged the Rev. 
William Turner in the opera house. 

It was the first hanging ever held in a 
theater. 

Turner was a negro preacher. He con- 
fessed to firing the shot which killed Jesse 
Bingley, a prominent planter, during a race 
riot. 

Friends and relatives of the condemned 
negro occupied boxes and front seats at the 
execution. ; 

They evaded the rain which wet a large

This morning the gallows was erected on 
the stage of the opera house and at noon 
the negro was marched to the acene. Before 
the trap was sprung the negro confessed 
that he incited the riot and that he also fired 
the shot which killed Singley. He warned 
the members of his race to let whisky alone 
and to be advised by the whites, 

Turner was influential with his race and, it 
ie sald, incited the negroes to many acts of 
aggression to the khites. Three of his sons 
are in jail at Atlanta awaiting trial for the 
same crime for which their father was 
hanged. They were removed to Atlanta, as 
they would have been lynched if kept there.

George Bonnett’s Hoard of Se- 
curities Located in Safety 
Deposit Vault. 


MISER’S HEIRS UNFOUND. 


George Bonnett, whose sixty-five years 
made him the oldest downtown neweboy, 
was buried yesterday at Rosehill. He lived 
the life of a miser in a cheap lodging house. 
Public Administrator John A. Devine values 
his estate at $20,000. He cannot find an 
heir. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
George was a loop character. Other newsles 
remember he was carrying his private route 
when they began hustling twenty years ago. 
How long before that time he was delivering 
papers no one seems to know. 

His 500 customers in office buildings east 
of Clark street and between Randolph and 
Van Buren streets learned Of his death on 
Monday through his two helpers. They have 
automatically succeeded him. He kept no 
books. His assistants alone know those 
whom he served. That is why they are heirs 
to his trade, for which he repeatedly was 
offered a thousand dollars. 


Always Dressed in Rags. 

George was always dressed in rags. No 
one ever saw him squander a nickel. He 
frequented lunch counters, where a meal is 
exchanged for a dime. Yet Charles Aaron 
of the public administrator's office found the 
bundle of $20,000 securities tucked carefully 
away in a safety deposit box in the Masonic 
temple vaults. 

George lived at the Harrison hotel for 
nearly thirty years. For $ a month he got 
a sparsely furnished room. He “ flopped” 
on a pair of blankets spread on sagging 
springs. An oll lamp furnished the artificial 
light. In George’s trunk Aaron found a 
key to the safety deposit box which held 
the dead man’s wealth. 


Owned $10,000 in Real Estate. 
It consisted of: 

Deeds to six lots, one at 2042 Racine 
avenue, improved with two story dwell- 
ing—total value, $10,000. 

‘Twenty-six thousand shares federal

Old Letter Pleads His Return.

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FARMERS FIGHT TO SELL GRAIN 


Blockade Is Without Parallel and In- 
dications Are That Enormous Loss- 
es Will Result. 


Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 14.—The wheat block- 
ade in Saskatchewan is without a parallel. 
Farmers already have sufiered enormous 
losses, and there may be considerable suf- 
fering. 

At Morse today farmers fought hand to 
hand in the streets for the privilege of mar- 
keting their grain, and mounted police had 
to be called to maintain order. Fifty thou- 
} sand bushels of grain are piled in the streets 
| and in implement houses at that place, and 

over 100 loads are standing in wagons with 
no place to unload it. Farmers have been 
in town for a week trying to dispose of their 
wheat. Many of them drove seventy-five 
miles and intended to take back with them 
the neceseities of life.

Order Forbidding It to Be 


Brought Into United States 
Awaits Signature. 


DRUG BOARD ADVISES II. 


Restriction Also Will Be Placed 
on Use of Opium, Morphine, 
and Cocaine. 


Washington, D. G., Dec. M-—The pure 
food boara of the department of agriculture 
today decided thet the importation of ab- 
sinthe into the United States should be 
prohibited efter Jan. 1 next. The order 
aweits the sigaature of the secretary of ag 
riculture before becoming effective. 

“It is well recognized in all countries that 
have had experience therewith,” saye the 
‘that the use of the beverage 
known as absinthe is dangerous to health.“ 

Dr. Wiler, head of the food and drug m- 
spection board, expressed the opinion that 
“absinthe id one of the worst enemies of 
man, and if we can keep the people of the 
United States from becoming slaves to this 
demon we wil! do it.“ 


Based on Foreign Restriction. 

Under the food and drugs act the im- 
portation is forbidden of any food or drug 
“ of a kind forbidden entry into, or forbidden 
to be sold, or restricted in sale in the coun- 
try in which it is made, or from which it 
is imported.“ 

Belgium and Switzerland have forbidden 
the manufacture of absinthe. and France 
has instituted rigid regulations over its 
manufacture and sale. 

The decision has been sent out in tenta- 
tive form to importers and other interested 
parties, and suggestions from them will be 
waited before the secretaryof agriculture 
makes the decision final. 

Check on Other Drugs. 

As a supplement to the laws. of the various 
states, restricting the importation, sale, and 
use of opium, morphine, and cocaine, the 
pure food and drug board announced a s*ries 
of new regulations, which will become ef- 
fective as soon as approved by the secretary 
ot agriculture. 

The new regulations define the madicinal 
purposes for which the drugs may be used. 
These do not include the administration of 
opiates for inducing sleep in infants or sim- 
Har purposes. The use n}ist be strictly con- 
fined to the treatment, mitigation, or pro- 
vention of dlease of man or other animals.“

The eee of automobiles vs. children 
m Edgewater was discussed last night in 
the North Shore Congregational church, 
Sheridan toad and Wilson avenue. Owners 
of both were present and admitted the diffi- 
guilty & the problem presented on the north 
shore, where scores of children have been 
maimed and killed within two years. 

The only remedy suggested came at the 
close of the meeting from John D. McCune, 
908 Buena terrace, father of a boy. 

“There being no state law adequate to 
prevent wholesale murder of children in the 
streets, and there being no city ordinance 
which regulates automobile traffic to any 
noticeable extent, the only thing we can do 
is to arm ourselves with shotguns and 
patrol the streets,” he said. ‘“ We can't get 
any state law passed before 1016 and city 
legislation is impossible. 


Principal Tells Death Record.

Temporary Lodging House Costing 
$500,000 to Be Built. 


The Delano plan for general railway termt- 
nals along a widened Twelfth street received 
enthusiastic indorsement from the men mak- 
ing up the Chicago immigration commission 
last evening.

It will be located as near the termi- 
nal district as it can be placed. 


Work of the Ten. 
Reports were presented on the work done 
during the year in the three main branches 
of the commission's activity. These in brief 


are that: 


More than 2,000 incoming foreigners 
have been met at the railway stations, 
placed in lodgings and directed to employ- 
ment. 

More than 1,700, totally ignorant of Fng- 
lish, at the start have been educated in 
schools established in the centers of in- 
dustrials colonies, 0 

Extensive surveys of racial, industrial, 
and sanitary housing conditions have been 
made in selected congested areas and 
plans are made for a new one starting in 
January in the great industrial area south 
of Twelfth street and west of the river as 
far out as Harlem avenue.

Other Treaties Affected. 

Tf the treaty of 1882 be abrogated there wil! 
be no convention of Commerce and naviga- 
tion between the two sighatér>< nations, 
Moreover, the additional treaties relating to 
trademarks, which were made an integral 
part of the treaty of 1632, will cease to op- 
erate. There will remain in force four 
treaties—one relating to the rights of neu- 
trals at sea, another to extradition, the third 
to the fur seal fisheries in the north Pacific, 
and the fourth ‘to the rights of corporations 
operating in each country. 

What will be the effect of the abrogation 
of the treaty upon our commercial interests? 
The two nations will merely go back to the 
conditions existing prior to the signature of 
the convention. 


DEBATE IN THE SENATE.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14—The abroga-

fore the Christmas holiday recess. 
The Sulzer resolution, already passed by 
the house, directing termination of the treaty 


in the senaté. The result of a running de- 
bate on the question of whether to refer it 
to the committee on foreign relations dy to 
ect immediately was an assurance from the 
committee that it would report on Monday. 

The senate may then adopt either the reso- 
lution, with a slight change, or the Culber- 
son resolution, practically identical. 


Urge Reference to Committee. 

The debate in the senate included some 
discussion of the attitude of the staie de- 
partment. Senator Culberson wanted imme- 
diate action on Monday, without reference to 
the committee. 

Senators Cullom and Lodge pleaded for the 
reference to the committee. Both pledged 
their utmost efforts to obtain committee ac- 
t'on to permit the senate to act on Monday. 

„ have no doubt that we can do it,“ said 
Senator Cullom. Mr. Lodge added his as- 
surance to the same effect. 

Senator Rayner was skeptical as to the 
committee's ability to agree within that 
time. He pointed out the possibility of dif- 
ferences of opinion. 


‘Should Act Now, Says Rayner. 

“The time has come for a determination 
of this question.” he said. The argument 
is all one way. The treaty has been violated 
for the last forty years. Time and again 
we have yieldéd. We should act now.” 

Senator Clark of Arkansas contended that 
if the treaty were to be promptly disposed 
of action should be taken without reference 
to the committee. He said congress should 
either act immediately upon the general 
public demand or go into the question thor- 
oughly. 

Senators e, Bacon, and Cullom re- 
fused to accept the view that the state de- 
partment was on trial. 

“The president has told us, said Senator 
Cullom, that he is at work on the question 
and will have something ready after the 
holidays, and the secretary of state assured 
me a day or two since that he expected to 
accomplish something of value to the coun- 
try.” 


ST. PETERSBURG NOT WORRIED. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 14>-The Jewish 
passport question has awakened only slight 
public interest here. The prospect of the 
abrogation of the treaty of 1832 does not 
geem to disturb any one. 

with the Wnited States are 
duly afpreciated, especially as they affect 
the far east, but it is pointed out that Rus- 
sia and Germany waged a tariff war in the 
nineties, during which they remained on 
good terms politically. 

The abrogation of the treaty would affect 
Russian trade to the extent of about $8,000, - 
000 annually, whereas American trade to 
four times that amount would be affected. 
Abroagtion of the treaty, it is realized, would 
strike a more vital blow, if by reason of this 
Russian subjects were shut out of America. 
From the standpoint of the Russian govern- 
ment the cessation of Jewish -emigration 
would be disagreeable, but the government 
does not belleve the matter would be pressed 
so far. 

The government sees a graver peril in 
the indiscriminate admission of Jews to Rus- 
sia, as many of these, it is asserted by gov- 
ernment officials, are revolutionists, Social- 
ists, and anarchists. Their coming, armed 
with American passports and with the right 
to claim consular aid, it is argued, would 
endanger public peace and ultimately cause 
diplomatic friction and a serious aggrava- 
tion of Rugso-American relations.

LIKENS IT TO PINK TEA. 


Exciting Feature of Meeting Is 
an Account of a High 
School Debate. 


— 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 14.—[ Special. ]— 
Frederick Greer of Chicago, Cook county 
civil service commissioner, is here on a 
general eastern tour inspecting the civil 
service commissions of various cities, in- 
cluding Washington, Philadelphia, New 
York, and Boston, with a view of getting 
ideas with which to improve the Chicago 
service. 

During his visit here he attended the first 
session of the National Civil Service Reform 
league. In discussing his presence at the 
meeting Mr. Greer said these reformers did 
not seem to have an adequate program for 
genuine civil service reform, but spent most 


| of their time discussing trivialitics. 


Mr. Greer Shows Curiosity, 

Oother reformers seemed to be eating their 
way through a long series of luncheons and 
dinners toward civil service reform. One of 
them had saved $50 from his luncheon fund 
which he generously contributed to the re- 
form cause. 

Mr. Greer asked to be introduced to some 
farmer member. They asked if a repre- 
sentative of Wall street or Harvard would do 
as well. Mr. Greer then inquired if Booker 
T. Washington or any representative negro 


was present, and they said there was one 


downstairs at the door. Mr. Greer then in- 
quired if Mr. Gompers or Mr. Mitchell, or 
any working men or trade unionist, was pres- 
ent, but it seems that these people were not 
expected to take any interest in civil service 
reform. 

Mr. Greer’s impression, he said, was that 
the reform game seemed to be a pink tea unf 
fair. He said it was evident to him that the 
Illinois state commission, the Chicago city 
commission, or the Cook county commission, 
have nothing th learn from the reformers of 
this type. 


Jabs Cook County Merit Board. 

Robert Catherwood of Chicago told with 
great gusto how he had the chief exmainer 
of the Cook county civil service commission 
arrested for theft of $5.98 from the county 
after much vigilance with the aid of a trained 
force of sleuths and other expert snoops. He 
gave the tmpression that reformers were a 
serious lot but extremely unhappy. 

The Cook county commission, Mr. Cath- 
erwood said, “has unfortunately felt the 
baneful influence of a county administra- 
tion whose leading members have shown 
lack of respect for the civil service law. Its 
progress has been handicapped by many 
abuses.“ 

A nation-wide campaign to keep federal 
employés out of politics is suggested in the 
report of the council of the league.

However, he 
continued, the chief advantage of the agree- 
ment is that it frees foreign politics from the 
Moroccan question, which has been a perma- 
nent source of conflict. In conclusion he said 
that the negotiations with Spain had been 
taken up in a friendly spirit.

edies employed in the treatment of disease. 

In 1815 an act of parliament was placed on 
the statute books which restricted the dis- 
pensation of medicines to those alone who 
had been licensed to act a8 apothecaries by 
the Society of Apothecaries, after due exam- 
mation, at the same time ordering that noth- 
ing in the statute should Interfere with the 
rights and privileges of the Royal College of 
Surgeons and the Royal College of Physi- 
clahs, even going so far as to provide severe 
penaliies for any apothecary who should re- 
fus® to compound ane dispense medicines on 
the prescription of a physician legally quali- 
ned to act as such,

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MAN IN JAIL TELLS 
WHY CRIME THRIVES. 


Chicago, Dec. 12.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ]} 
I read your timely editorial! the other day 
entitled The Invitation to Kill,” in whica 
you repeat in part an article by Mr. Cari 
Snyder published in Colliers Weekly of re- 
cent date. I believe your readers are inter- 
ested in this discussion, and I belleve my 
practical observations hereby appended are 
worth looking into. 

Tt has been my 
weeks to live with 600 of the worst types of 
lawbreakers possibile to corral, lam 30years 
of age, and until.Nov. 16 I did not know what 
it méant to look from behind tron bars. In 
those days I have learned, I believe, why 
crime thrives In the United States. My 
knowledge has been gained by direct admis- 
sions from various crooks, narratives told in 
the spirit of bravado and good fellowship. 
These admissions are not obtainable by so- 
called students of criminology or orm 
bodies, and it is not my intention to depict 
them here. 


Lam convinced that crime is a business, and 
its operatives are men who gamble with the 
law. I have not read Mr. Snyder's article, 
and, in fact, I am unread in sociological 
problems, but I concur that all criminals are 
gamblers, The criminal tries to outguess the’ 
law. He makes his own odds, and he figures 
he has the best of it. Me figures the value 
of the spolls against the chances of a prison 
term, and with the ticket in his pocket 
he goes forth in the race for lucre. , 

Nearly all criminals have lost a race. 
Some of them have lost two or three races, 
but defeat seems to spur them on. And why 
does a prison term stimulate their efforts n- 
Btead of diminishing them? Trat question 
is the vital one I am about to answer, and 
which I believe I can tell you why crime 
thrives.

The criminal really has the best of the 
odds. Hes really “cheating the price, 
to use @ racetrack expression. He has lost 
once and has served his prison term, and 
he comes forth a finished artisan, tutored 
by past masters in the art of his profeesion. 
He has learned more in one year behind 
the prison walls than the experience of forty 
jobs would have given him.

Economical Housekeeping 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. - 
Convenient Work. 


HE pork chop and cutlet and tenderloin are 
about the most convenient litte meuts 
imaginable, whether they are plain. 
broiled, or fried, or got up with much 
device, and no little cunning, to repreoent 
some other meat than what they are by nature. 
It is something of a consideration to one who 
must get up a hasty meal, and clear away as 
hastily, mat they do not leave that hard fat in 
the cold pan that remajns after a lamb chop 
or a mutton cutiet. No chop or cutiet is really 
satisfactory in appeafance when cooked in a 
paper bag. This ig one of the things that really 
must be cooked some other way if perfection is 
sought. 

Many are the meat imitations of duck, turkey, 
birds, etc., of which pork is the most acceptable 
basid. Amateur cooks in particular revel in 
these: I have a considerable collection of these 
imitations, few of which I have tried myself 
but all of which I believe to be reliable, and 
few of which are as yet to be found in cook 
books. Of.course it is no new thing for pork to 
be called “Irishman’s turkey.” It is the spare- 
rib with the thinnest meat of all that usually 
gets this designation, as in the first of the fol- 
lowing recipes: 

Irishman’s Turkey.--Buy spareribs in two 
separate pieces. Place on one piece stuffing made 
as follows: One-half loaf of bread, minced fine, 
soaked in hot water and presséd dry, one onion 
cut fine, a sprinkle of sage and thyme if liked, 
salt and pepper, a half teaspoon of baking pow- 
dtr, and a small piece of butter—the paking 
powder is used in place of an egg. When_nicely 
mixed placed on spareribs, put on top piece and 
season. Put.in pan with a half cup of boiling 
water and bake in a hot oven one hour, basting 
well. Pared and parboiled potatoes may be 
baked around the meat during the Jast half hour.

Poor Man's Turkey.— Season one and a half 


pounds of pork chops witt, salt and pepper and 
roll in bread crumbs.

Little Turkeys.—Cut rk tenderloins length- 
wise through the middie, being careful. net to 
cut them clear through; fill with a turkey dress- 
ing, sew or pin together with toothpicks, and 
bake for twenty minutes in a pan with a little 
boiling water around them. There should be 
enough water left in the pan to make a gravy. 
A strip of bacon or salt — may be used over 
them to season them wel 

Mock Turkey.—Select a pound ard half of 
pork off the loin. Prepare a dressing made as 
Grate stale bread enough to make 
about three cupfuls; season with pepper and 
salt—sage if liked—and add a lump of butter 
the size of an egg. Moister with a little water 
and pat into a loaf. Lay this on the pork in 
the roasting pan, fitting the ribs over the loaf 
of dressing. Bake ind a slow oven, arranging 
the grates*so that meat will cook faster 
from the top. If there is danger of its burn- 
ing, take half a cup of flour, half a teaspoon 
of baking powder, a little salt with enough 
water to make a stiff dough. Spread this over 
the pork.

ders. No previous instance of such stubborn 
resistance is on record in the courts ber. 


May Send Jurors to Jail. 

The judge read numerous decisions dealing 
with the power of courts to punish for. con- 
tempt and there were rumors that he had de- 
cided to send the jurors to jail tomofrow '‘t 
they persisted in thelr refusal to obey his in- 
structions. 

In the case before the court Mrs. Maty 
Farrington sued Father White, éxecutor ot 
the estate of her mother, Mrs. Bridget Mc- 
Dermott, alleging undue influence on the 
priest's part in the preparation of the mo‘n- 
er's will, which cut off 3 Farrington 
with $1. 


Order of Court 8 

Judge Withrow held the evidence was in- 
sufficient under the law and directed a ver- 
dict for the défendant. Thereupon the jurors 
said they “ would stand on their rights as 
American citigens.”’ 

In prtvate talks the jurors have declared 
their résistance is due, in a measure, to their 
desire to protest against a system which par- 
mits judges to direct jurors to return certain 
verdicts.
